This  hos  been  a  great  year  for  DSU, 
and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  %5 
million  capital  development  program 
that  was  started  last  fall  is  successfully 
on  its  way.  We  are  projecting  pledge 
commitments  of  S2  million  for  the

ATribute  to  H.  L.  Nowell 


ijhortly  after  I  began  work  at  Delta  State  University  in  1971,  I  was  visited  by  a  balding, 
bespectacled  gentleman  with  impeccable  manners  and  a  keen  sense  for  tasteful  dress.  He 
introduced  himself  as  H.L  Nowell,  a  longtime  Delta  State  employee  in  a  variety  of  positions, 
and  offered  his  assistance  in  any  way  he  could. 

As  the  weeks  and  months  passed,  I  found  myself  seeking  the  counsel  of  FI.L.  Nowell. 
He  had  quickly  earned  my  respect  as  a  man  of  high  principle  and  total  devotion  to  Delta  State 
and  the  university  family— especially  the  students. 

We  travelled  together  frequently  those  days  on  campus  business.  And  it  seems  that 
everywhere  we  went  someone  was  pulling  me  off  to  the  side  to  tell  me  how  much  H.L.  had 
meant  to  them.  There  was  the  former  student  who  said  H.L.  paid  his  way  through  Delta  State 
when  his  family  experienced  a  financial  crisis  and  also  helped  him  financially  during  graduate 
school  en  route  to  acquiring  his  Ph.  D.  Another  said  H.L.  bought  him  his  first  sports  coat 
because  he  did  not  have  one  to  wear  to  a  ceremony  where  he  was  receiving  an  honor.  Former 
cheerleaders  talked  about  how  H.L.  used  his  car  and  paid  expenses  out  of  his  pocket  to  help 
transport  them  to  and  from  games. 

There  were  dozens  of  reports  like  these,  but  my  favorite  was  by  a 
former  student  who  needed  attention  of  another  kind.  As  I  recall  the 
conversation,  these  were  his  words: 

"H.L.  knew  that  I  was  capable  of  doing  far  better  in  the 
classroom  than  I  was  doing.  So  he  would  hound  me  every  day, 
wanting  to  make  sure  I  had  gone  to  class  and  that  I  had  studied.  I 
tried  to  avoid  him,  but  that  was  impossible.  I  finally  determined  that 
it  was  easier  to  go  to  class  and  make  the  grades  I  was  capable  of 
than  to  avoid  H.L.  I'm  glad  he  cared  enough  to  worry  me  to  death 
and  cause  me  to  do  better." 

H.L  had  a  creative  eye  and  an  appreciation  of  the  finer 
things  in  life.  H.L.'s  now-famous  Christmas  tree  was  always  popular 
with  local  children.  Though  he  had  no  children  of  his  own,  H.L.  delighted  in  the  expression  of 
the  children  as  they  marveled  at  the  ornate  and  glowing  shrine. 

I  don't  know  why  H.L.  wasn't  bankrupt.  He  gave  away  a  lot  of  what  he  made.  His 
generosity  is  astonishing.  I  hear  stories  regularly  of  H.L.'s  gifts--of  time,  attention  and  money. 

It's  too  bad  "H"  never  had  children.  He  would  have  made  a  great  dad.  I  know  he  made 
a  great  godfather.  Shortly  after  my  youngest  son  Bryan  was  born,  he  was  to  be  christened  in  the 
Episcopal  Church,  and  I  needed  to  decide  on  a  godfather.  What  better  role  model  than  H.L. --a 
man  of  class,  taste,  gentlemanly  manners  and  a  true  love  and  concern  for  others.  No  godfather 
was  prouder  or  fulfilled  his  role  better.

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he  new  Performing  Arts  Center  at  Delta  State  University,  the  only  facility  of  its 

kind  in  northern  Mississippi,  has  grand  plans  for  its  1995  premier  schedule.  The  center 
opened  with  a  performance  by  Marvin  Hamlisch.  Other  scheduled  events  for  the  Fall 
include  the  Mississippi  Symphony  Orchestra,  Bruce  Levingston,  the  Will  Rogers  Folhes 
and  the  Ballet  Forklorico  De  Mexico.  Scheduled  Spring  events  include  the  Moscow  Ballet 
performing  the  Nutcracker  and  the  St.  Petersburg  Symphony. 

Residents  of  the  Delta  are  excited  about  the  major  arts  and  performances  attrac- 
tion. Chuck  Jordan,  past  Greenville  Arts  Council  President  said,  "It's  a  huge  asset  for  the 
Delta."  Another  Arts  Council  member  Georgie  Fisher  commented,  "It's  breathtaking  that 
we  would  have  Marvin  Hamlisch  or  the  Will  Rogers  Follies  right  here  in  the  Delta.  It's 
amazing  that  we  won't  have  to  go  to  Jackson  or  Memphis." 

Currendy,  Delta  State  is  holding  a  drive  to  raise  funds  for  a  S2  million  endow- 
ment which  will  help  support  programming.  "This  money  will  be  used  to  help  bring 
nationally  and  internationally  acclaimed  performers  to  the  Delta,"  said  DSU  President  Dr. 
Kent  Wyatt.  A  $  1 ,000  patron  contribution  wiU  sponsor  one  of  the  theatre's  1,200  chairs. 
Patrons  will  have  priority  seating  for  all  events  and  will  be  treated  to  a  series  of  receptions 
prior  to  the  events,  Wyatt  added.  Patrons  can  pay  over  a  three  to  five  year  period. 

Pat  Halloran,  president  of  the  foundation  which  operates  the  Orpheum  theatre  on 
Beale  Street  in  Memphis  and  consultant  to  Delta  State,  envies  the  DSU  facility.  "I  wish  I 
had  some  of  the  things  you  have  down  there,"  he  said,  citing  the  deep  stage,  modern 
technology  and  continental  seating. 

"Continental  seating  is  much  more  accommodating  to  the  patron,  and  it  really  is 
the  new  state  of  the  art  seating  design,"  Halloran  said. 

Construction  of  the  Performing  Arts  Center  was  completed  last  spring.  The  $8.5 
million,  37,000-square  foot  facihty  features  1200  seats,  technologically  advanced  acous- 
tics, a  large  orchestra  pit  for  touring  productions  and  a  1 30-seat  recital  hall.
